Solely in an effort to expedite 
prosecution, Applicants submitted a terminal disclaimer over Application No. 10/567,098 
to overcome the rejection on April 2, 2009. 

After the April 2, 2009 terminal disclaimer was submitted, the Examiner issued a 
new Final Office Action on April 14, 2009 and withdrew the Final Office Action dated 
January 5, 2009. Furthermore, the Examiner stated that the reason for the withdrawal 
was that the Final Office Action dated January 5, 2009 contained an error in the number 
used to identify the patent application of the double patenting rejection.
